A short word about our programs for 
SWCS. We anticipate having many 
knowledgable guest speakers about various 
aspects of numismatics. In addition, we 
want to make use of the extensive audclo- 
visual program sponsored by the Ontario 
Numismatic Association (ONA), especially in 
light of the fabulous large-screen television 
monitor available to us In the Rockwood 
Library. 

For our May 7th meeting we will be 
having an A-V presentation on paper 
money, the $1 bills of the Bank of Canada. 
Those paper dollars are unknown to many 
of our younger friends who know little of that 
history prior to the introduction of the 
“Looney” in 1987. Imaglnel Its been ten 
years since the withdrawal of the $1 blll. Far 
from extinct, | have seen estimates In the 
numismatic literature that about $155 
million dollars in $1 bills are still 
unredeemed by the Bank of Canada and 
sitting around in mattresses, drawers and 
collectors albums. Do you think they'll evr 
be “rare”. A dealer at the local Waterloo 
Coin Society meeting of April 16th was 
selling uncirculated $1 bills (already In 
plastic sleeves for protection) at $1.50 
each. Considering that the sleeves retail at 
around 30 cents each, that’s not much of 
an Investment. 

Our thanks to Ross Irwin of Guelph 
Ontario for opening up the SWCS with a talk 
on “Roadbullding Scrip of Wellington 
County”. His talk enlightened us about the 
early history of the road network from 
Ancaster to Arthur through Guelph and was 
illustrated by a District of Wellington 5 
shilllng(one dollar) note used on the 
Ancaster to Guelph portion of the road and 
a unique printer's proof of a “Guelph to 
Arthur Road” debenture. Ross is involved in 
the Guelph Historical Society and Is active 
in many areas of numismatics from 
Canadian Tire money to milk tokens and 
badges. 

Our coin society Is fortunate to be 
able to take advantage of a special 
program of the ONA that offers a free first 


year membership and free first year’s 
liability Insurance Coverage for new clubs 
formed in 1997. This will allow our club to 
take part in the ONA‘s library offerings , as 
well as, the extensive and growing A-V 
program of the ONA. Additionally, thee 
liability insurance is a must, as If we decide 
to put on mall displays, or host a coim show 
of our own, most if not all halls and mails 
require at least $1 million of liability 
Insurance before they will allow a group to 
set up. 

Thanks go out to Richard McLean of 
Niagara Falls and Don Quant of Guelph 
who set up some numismatic wears for sale 
or trade at our initial meeting. Great to see 
the dealers support the small local Clubs as 
they are getting started! 

Well there is much to be done In the 
coming months to help our society prosper 
and grow. We will meet through the 
summer, as I'm sure the alt-conditoned 
luxury of the library will be a welcome 
respite from the heat of a summer evening 
for some.
